CAUSES  OF  DEATHS  OE  IIIL^AI-ITS  Ul^-PER  1+  WEEKS 

This  subject  has  come  into  prominence  lately  because  it  has  been  suggested  that 
many  of  these  deaths  may  be  preventable.  In  the  9 deaths  in  this  category  for  the 
year  under  review  Prematurity  figures  as  a main  cause  in  8,  Combined  with  prematurity, 
congenital  disease  and  defects  figure  in  6.  The  remaining  death  was  due  to  congenital 
defects. 

It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  none  could  be  adjudged  preventable  and  it  is  a 
coincidence  that  so  many  should  occur  in  one  year. 


MTERNAI^  JDEATH 


The  one  maternal  death,  the  first  for  a good  many  years,  was  due  to  complications 
following  Caesarian  section  in  a Diabetic  mother.

SEWA&E  WORKS 


The  condition  of  your  existing  sev/age  works  remained  substantially  the  same  as 
reported  to  you  in  previous  years. 

Work  on  the  Derwent  Valley  Sewerage  Scheme,  which  commenced  in  April,  1 96I , 
was  continued  during  the  year  and  the  first  connections  to  the  new  sewers  were 
about  to  be  made  at  the  end  of  19^2,  The  scheme  provides  for  a complete  new 
sewerage  scheme  for  seven  parishes  in  the  District, 

Plans  for  a complete  new  sewerage  scheme  to  serve  the  southern  area  of  the 
District  were  being  formulated  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Apart  from  the  usual  repairs  and  replacements  no  other  major  works  were 
carried  out. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A weekly  refuse  collection  service  was  maintained  throughout  the  majority  of 
your  District  during  the  year.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  bulk  of  the 
refuse  collected  (i.e.  tins,  paper  etc.)  continued  to  increase  rapidly  as  did  the 
number  of  collections  made  per  week,  which  stood  at  6,450  at  the  end  of  1 962  (an 
increase  of  314  over  the  past  two  and  a half  years).

Once  again  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  discretionary  and  standard 
improvement  grants  which  were  approved  during  the  year  - 98  as  against  87  in  1 961  . 
The  actual  amount  paid  out  by  way  of  grant  respecting  completed  works  was  £15»825. 

(1961  total  £1  0,81  9)  . 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  the  total  amount  paid  out  since  the  inception 
of  the  scheme  stands  at  £73,303. 

CARAVAN  SITES 

Forty-two  sites,  accommodating  343  caravans,  were  licenced  for  holiday  purposes 
under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I96O. 

Under  this  Act  an  appeal  by  a site  licensee  is  heard  before  lay  magistrates 
whose  decision  on  site  licence  conditions  which  have  been  imposed,  having  regard  to 
the  Minister’s  Model  Standards,  is  final  and  binding  with  no  provision  under  the 
Act  for  appeal  to  a higher  court.  Consequently,  until  the  Act  is  amended  or  Model 
Standards  made  which  are  enforceable  by  law,  there  will  be  no  great  improvement  in 
the  conditions  on  caravan  sites,  particularly  regarding  sanitary  conveniences,  in 
viev/  of  a recent  decision. 
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Water  supplies 


Consumption  of  water  during  the  year  19^2,  continued  on  an  upward  trend, 
occasioned  largely  by  new  building  development,  particularly  in  the  Northern 
Parishes,  such  as  Hathersage  and  Great  Longstone,  and  the  provision  of  bathrooms 
and  VWC. 's  generally  throughout  the  district. 

By  reason  of  the  pending  amalgamation  of  the  undertaking,  it  was  not  possible 
to  carry  out  any  major  works,  but  several  minor  improvements  were  carried  out  to 
the  distribution  system. 

A dry  spell  in  June-July  caused  some  distribution  difficulties  on  The  Stoke 
Flat  \?ater  Scheme,  but  these  were  overcome  by  mains  boosting,  v/hich  met  the 
increased  demand  occasioned  by  new  development  and  garden  watering.  The  mains 
booster  pump  at  Rowland  was  made  permanent  (using  a piamp  which  was  to  hand)  and 
has  been  in  operation,  almost  daily,  ever  since. 

1962,  saw  the  full  commissioning  of  the  Tideswell  Moor  Water  Scheme,  which  was 
completed  at  a cost  of  £15,000.  This  scheme  supplied  water  to  9 outlying  farms, 
which  had  previously  relied  on  rainwater  collection  and  meres.  It  has  proved  to 
be  of  immense  value  to  the  farmers,  who  previously  had  to  cart  water  by  tanks,  for 
distances  up  to  four  miles.
